REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In accordance with the requirement of the law, the annual 
report of the school board for the year ending August 1, 1897, 
is herewith submitted. It will be seen by referring to the sta- 
tistical table that we had ten schools in the fall and spring, 
and four in the winter of ten weeks each. The whole num- 
ber of pupils enrolled by our truant officer, 172; male 74, fe- 
male 98. 

TEACHERS. 


» During the school year three male and twelve female teach- 
ers have been employed. 


REPAIRS. 


The house at the Village has been thoroughly repaired in- 
side ; two coats of paint have been applied to the outside ; also 
the foundation has been relaid ; the whole expense amounting 
to about $160. 

BOOKS. 


We have changed the arithmetics during the past year. The 
old book had been in our schools’ so long the older pupils 
seemed to need the change. Aftet much thought the board 
decided to exchange the old one for Milnes’. The language 
book should be exchanged in the near future. 


CONCLUSION. 


In submitting our report for the year ending August 1, 1897, 
we feel confident that our schools have more than maintained 
their usual standard of improvement. Our registers of the 
year past show a greater number of visits by parent, guardians 
and friends than in any previous year, thus showing the sym- 
pathy and interest they have in the cause of education. Mu- 
sic, drawing and gymnastics have been quite largely intro- 
duced in part of our schools, with results that are surprising. 
Much praise and honor is due to both teacher and pupil. With 
gladness we speak of the high moral type of character which 
is prominent in our schools; character is everything. We 
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thought as we looked into the faces of these scholars, we could 
see our town in after years. Let us give them the best teach- 
ers, the best text books. The best is none too good for them. 

We wish to,tender our gratitude and thanks to the Relief 
Corps of Candia for the gift of the patriotic primer, which 
has been so helpful in awakening the spirit of patriotism in 
school, which we all love so well:
